Col. Samuel R. Dows, 
Albany civic leader, 


dead by heart attack 


ALBANY — Col. Samuel 
Randall Dows, one of 
Albany’s most respected 
citizens, died Sunday 
morning of an apparent 
heart attack at his home on 
Curtiss Street. After being 
stricken, he was rushed to 
Herrick hospital where 
efforts to revive him proved 
fruitless, 

Col. Dows, who was 
vice-chairman of the 
Albany Planning and 
Zoning Commission, was 83 

at the time of his death. 

' A veteran of both World 
War I and World War II, he 
had been retired since 1953 
after an eight year stint in 
civil service at the San 
Francisco Presidio. He 
served 30 years in the 
United States Army prior to 
his position at the Presidio. 

His death brings to an end 
‘a distinguished civic life in 
_ Albany. He, and his wife 
Rita Dows, have lived in 
Albany since 1927 in their 
~ home on Curtis street. 

During the intervening 

years, Col. Dows has been 

most active in Albany, 
' having seen the town grow 
' from a small, pre-war 
suburb to the present where 
there is hardly a vacant 
iece of land within the City 
as, 
__ The former Chairman of 
the Planning and Zoning 
| Commission, he has. been 
instrumental in many of the 
newer developments of 
Albany, always guiding and 
steering the way for less 
knowledgable citizens. A 
member of the American 
Society of Mechanical 
Engineers, Col. Dows was 
one of the more valuable 
members of the 
Commission and could 
come up with the answers 
to technical questions in a 
_layman’s language that 
made it possible to explain 
‘various construction 
problems to his fellow 


members of the 
Commission. 
Col. Dows had a 


distinguished military 


_ State fire official — 


career, having served in the 
Calvary in World War I and 
was in the Intelligence 
Division in Japan following 
the conclusion of World War 
II. He served under General 
Douglas MacArthur and 
was one of the mainstays of 
the intelligence division in 
the Far Kast. He ended his 
military career with 
retirement in 1945. 

Col. Dows was an active 
member of the Albany 
Seniors Club and conducted 
the annual tax aid sessions 
for the elderly of Albany. 
He was to give driving 
instructions for senior 
citizens and had scheduled 
four days when he was to 
aid them. Since his sudden 
demise, plans have been 
shelved for the present, it

was announced, but those 
with deposits up for the 
driving lessons will not lose 
their money. 

Most active in St. Alban’s 
Episcopal Church, Col. 
Dows and his wife have 
done hundreds of favors for 
church members. Mrs. 
Dows is the organist for the 
church in addition to bein 
the Choir conductress an 
organizer. A memorial 
service is to be held at St. 
Alban’s for Col. Dows at 2 
p-m., on Sunday, it was 
announced.

Markstein, 931 Jackson

of City Attorney Robert 
Zweben, the matter was re- 
ferred to Robert Guletz, di- 
rector of public works, for 
settlement. 

The matter of charging 
ambulance fees or contract- 
ing with Alameda County 
for ambulance services 
went down to a rapid defeat 
following a public hearing. 

As outlined by City Ad- 
ministrator William E. Ha- 
den, the fee schedule would 
nean new revenue for the 
city. He said the average 
ambulance call by private 
facilities is from $100 to $160 
and the city could charge 
from $50 to $60 per call. He 
also said the city averages 
about 600 calls per year. 
Under the plan as proposed 
by Haden, billing would be 
done, if a contract was en- 
tered into with the county 
by the fire department with 
the hopes the bill would be 
paid by an insurancecar- 
rier. If, after a couple of bil- 
lings. the fee was not paid, 


~~ "“the matter would ‘then be 


turned over to the county 
for either collection or 
write-off. 

Tom McQuaid, a member 
of the civil service board, 
asked Haden where, in the 
event the local service was 
discontingrd, the ambu- 
lance would be stationed. 
He was told it would be in 
Berkeley, but if it was not 
available, the local fire de- 
partment would then oper- 
ate the ambulance from the 
local station, 

Haden also said in the 
event of a catastrophe, all 
services would be pressed 
into action. McQuaid aver- 
red this could well be the 
first step in the consolida- 
tion of the local fire de- 
partment. He brought out 
the fact the county of 
Alameda has taken over the 
operation of the city health 
department with the result 
of an acute lack of service. 
He said the city “is very 
susceptible when we do bus- 
iness with the county.” 

“Comes a time when the 
almighty dollar doesn’t 
come into the case when it 
comes to human life,” 
McQuaid said. ** We entered 
into an agreement on 
county health with the 
county and we now have the 
largest rat problem we 
have ever had!” 

He also said the city is 
losing service and in time 
instead of the sign on the 
city hall reading Albany 
City Hall, it will, if Albany 
is lucky, read ‘‘Alameda 
County—Albany Branch,” 
and if unlucky it will read 
‘Closed—Moved to Hay- 
ward.” 

Fire Chief Mike Koepke 
outlined the three options 
available for changing over 
the present operation. In his 
personal opinion, Koepke 
said he did not favor 
change. He said billing by 
the county should result in 
an income of some $4,000 
annually and it could be 
used to support a local am- 
bulance. He said there 
could be local control under 
this plan. 

Police Chief James Sim- 
mons said in 1973 Alameda 
County updated its service 
on a county-wide basis and 
in 1976 Albany tried to enter 
into a contract with the 
county but service was not 
adequate and the city re- 
jected the plan. The county 
requires two EMT person- 
nel on the ambulance, plus 
the driver.

Call's appeal 
to come up

ALBANY — In what could affect the interests of all

California, the appeal of

Appeal. 


The appeal, filed by Jerome Berg, the Call’s attor- 
ney, was filed in the First Appellate Distriet May 25, 1979. 
to contest the judgement handed down by Superior Court 
Judge Robert H. Kroninger of the Alameda County 
Superior Court on May 3, 1978, awarding $258,000 — the 
price of the land sold by Call and his wife on the crown of 


“Albany Hill — plus intérests and-Costé to Briuce— 


Thompson, et al; Friends of Albany Hill and the City of 
Albany claiming the Trial Judge was in error in ruling 
Call has violated Section 1090 of the Civil Code and had 
used his office as a City Councilman for personal gain. 


If an adverse ruling is 
made in the Appellate 
Court. Berg maintains it 
will jeopardize the career of 
any elected official in the 
State who sells property 
while serving in any office. 
He maintains the ruling by 
Judge Kroninger will make 
it impossible for any 
elected official to sell, or 
buy, property while serving 
in the particular office. 

The suit is the outgrowth 
of the selling, by the Calls, 
of their property on the 
crown of Albany Hill to In- 
terstate General Corpora- 
tion. The property, after 

urchase, with adjoining 
ots, was then donated to 
the City of Albany for a part 
of Overlook Park, a total of 
some two acres, including 
that section containing the 
Lions Club’s Easter Cross. 
The land was traded to the 
City in exchange for build- 
ing rights that went to the 
Gateview project, accord- 
ing to the original tes- 
timony of James Wilson, 
head of Interstate. 

The appeal outlines the 
procedure used to obtain 
the land, including the fact 
Wilson said, in open court, 
he was pr onated to pay 
“one million dollars to ob- 
tain the properties.’’ He 
said the ownership of the 
land was necessary to make 
his building project a suc- 
cess as construction of any 
sort, either multiple units 
or single family dwellings 
would “kill’’ his program.

YOUNTVILLE 
Populations of sea otters off 
the California coast appear 
to be holding their own 
based on a triennial census 
just completed and other 
data, the state Department 
of Fish and Game revealed 
today. 

State and _ federal 
biologists and several 
volunteers conducted a 
three-day census of otters 
in coastal waters from 
Pismo Beach to Santa Cruz. 

Counts of otters are made 
from an airplane over the 
otter’s entire range, and 
counts from shore are made 
at selected locations — the 
shore counts used to adjust 
the aerial data. 

The DFG said that gusty 
winds, which created a 
large surface chop, and 

oor visibility in some 
ocations hampered 
observations from shore. 

Although the 1979 
estimate of 1,443 otters is 
lower than the 1,789 
estimate from the count in 
1976, said the DFG, viewing 
conditions probably 
contributed to the lower 
figure this year. 

Range of the 1979 
estimate was 1,357 to 1,537 
animals, and the range in 
the 1976 count was 1,709 to 
1,877 otters — both at'a 
confidence level of 95 
percent. 

The DFG monitors the 
otter population very 
closely in three areas 
within its range — at each 
end of the range and in an 
eight-mile study area near 
San Simeon. From month to 
month, numbers of animals

Toulay, people with 
je a disabilities no 
onger feel the need to hide 
them. In fact, medical 
technieal and social 
changes have now made it 

ible for even the most 
severely disabled persons 
to lead independent and 
rewarding lives. _ 

For example, since the 
discovery of antibioties in 
the 40s, those with seyere 
spinal damage no longer 
fear death from kidney 
infections. The introduction 
in the 60s, and widespread 
use today, of motorized 
wheelchairs provides 
access to streets, stores and 
schools for those who were 
previously immobilized. 
\._The University of 
California, with nine 
campuses 
throughout the state 
provides access and 
Services to some 1,000 
students with disabilities. 
Disabled students include 
those who are blind or deaf 
as well as those who have 
such invisible impairments 
as diabetes, hemophilia, 
and heart murmurs. 

Other students may be 
disabled so severely that it 
is difficult to understand 
how they ean funetion from 
day to day, let alone attend 
college. One student, for 
example, was stricken by 
polio when he was a child 
and must be enclosed in an 
iron lung from 6 p.m. to 8 
a.m, each day with only his 
head free. Despite this 
confinement, he earns 
above-average grades and 
has never missed a day of 
class. 

Although most disabled 
students can receive a 
college education with a 
minimum of special care 
and consideration for their 
physical impairment, those 
with severe spinal 
problems must make an 
extra effort to earn an 
undergraduate degree and 
gain entrance into a 
professional field. To 
understand the effort 
required, what follows are 
some scenes from a day in 
the life of a severely 
disabled student.

How does a student with 
such a severe disability 
manage? Says Susan 
O'Hara, director of the 
residence program for 
severely disabled students 
at UC Berkeley, it takes a 
“huge amount of 
planning.” 

O'Hara should know. 
Confined to a wheelchair 
since disabled by polio as a 
child, she earned a college 
degree, then taught school 

worked as a counselor 
for 17 years. No 
‘sit-at-home,’’ she speaks 
to disabled persons all over 
the country. The counselor 
tells how the severely 
disabled student at UC ean 
plan each day so as to ‘get 
on with the business of 


living.’ 

Gertind out of bed for the 
quadriplegic requires the 
help of an attendant, 
usually a person referred 
by the campus centef for 
disabled students to help 
perform ordinary and 
sometimes medical 
services. A severely 
disabled student will hire 
four or more attendants — 
two for the weekdays, 
mornings and evenings, 
and two for the weekends, 
mornings and evenings. 

A morning attendant will 
gelp the student get out of 
bed onto the wheelchair or 
roller; assist in grooming 
and washing; make 
breakfast and tidy up; and 
gather the student's books 
and papers for class. 

Car | to class requires a 
wheelchair in good working 
condition, The motorized 
chairs usually cost from 
$2,000 to $3,000 and require 
constant maintenance, 
available at UC campuses, 

Once in class, a notetaker 
takes notes for those who 
cannot move their hands. 
Or a lecture can be taped,

In the laboratory, 
severely disabled students 
may have to hire an 
assistant to perform 
experiments for them. The 
piggest barrier in the 
laboratory can be the 
attitude of the professor 
who feels that learnin 
requires the actual physica 
facility to perform an 
experiment.

__ “What remains unclear,” 
Dr. Cantwell says, “is what 
| effect if any this stimulant 
| has on memory, particu- 
' larly at high dose levels.” 
A number of recent medi- 
- cal publications have indi- 
cated that Ritalin levels 
prescribed for social and 
- behavorial control of 
hyperactive children may 
disrupt or impair their 
memory processes. The 
. UCLA study, undertaken 
’ with funds from the Na- 
. tional Institute of Mental 
Health, will attempt to de- 
termine the minimum dos- 
age necessary to increase 
attention and control activ- 
ity without affecting mem- 
ory. 

“We are looking for a 
group of approximately 20 
| boys between the ages of 
seven and ten years who 
are either already on Rita- 
lin or are being considered 
for it,” says Jennifer Gan, a 
psychology fellow conduct- 
Ing the study. 


“Since most of the chil- 
dren receiving medication 
also have learning difficul- 
ties, it becomes important 
to investigate the drug’s ef- 
fect on their ability to re- 
member material.” 


Because of the public 
concern over Ritalin in re- 
cent years, the’ two UCLA 
investigators are encourag- 
ing parents who have 
hyperactive children to call 
them at (213) 825-0506 to 
learn more about the study 
and about Ritalin.

EGGNOG RIOT: WEST 
POINT 1826 
by James B. Agnew 
Presedio Press; 211 pages;

The amusing title of this 
historic novel concerns an 


episode of West Point his- | , 


tory which concluded in a 
fashion somewhat less 
humorously. : 

Written, appropriately 
pl by a former profes- 
sor of history at West Point, 
“Eggnog Riot’’ is an ac- 
count of a_ forbidden 
Christmas even celebration 
where a third of the cadets 
in residence, drunken and 
angry, endeavored to kill at 
least one of their superior 
officers, wreak destruction 
upon their barracks, and in 
so doing stage a mutiny 
against the constituted au- 
thority at the oldest U.S. 
military academy. The 
consequences of the ineb- 
riated violence were grim: 
a lengthy and exhausting 
court of inquiry was con- 
vened in which nineteen of 
the cadets were tried and 
dismissed. By 1830, how- 
ever, all the cadets who had 
oe ated in the matter 

ad left the academy and 
the episode, albeit embel- 
lished and distorted, was 
then forgotten. 

These facts were all 
found in the official, gov- 
ernment records. The au- 
thor, however, has not writ- 
ten merely.a record of these 
events, bereft of judgement 
and surmise. Rather, he 
has created a vignette in 
which the reader may ob- 
serve the daily occurences 
of West Point and therefore 
gain a sense about the 
larger American society of 
1826 as well. 

The book is tightly con- 
structed, commencing with 
a preface which serves as a 
brief summary; an acknow- 
ledgement which recog- 
nizes those past and present 
who assisted in the prep- 
aration of the volume; an 
introduction which de- 
scribes the history of West 
Point and ten chapters de- 
tailing the drinking party 
and the unfortunate con- 
sequences which ultimately 
followed. 

“Eggnog Riot’’ concludes 
with an epilogue chronicl- 
ing what happened to the of- 
ficers, faculty, and a rep- 
resentative sample from 
each of the classes in resi- 
dence, followin the 
mutiny. An appendix of a 
list of characters and a bib- 
liography finish the novel. 


California 
leads lung 
ailments 


SAN FRANCISCO — At 
least 50 million people in the 
United States have diseases 
of the lung other than 
cancer. About 14 million — 
10 percent of them Califor- 
nians — are afflicted with 
emphysema, chronic bron- 
chitis and some form of 
asthma. These lung condi- 
tions are collectively known 
as Chronic Obstructive 
Pulmonary Disease 
(COPD). 

The University of 
California, San Francisco is 
one of five centers in North 
America selected to par- 
ticipate in a study to 
evaluate specific forms of 
treatment for COPD. The 
$1.3 million five-year study, 
to take place at San Fran- 
cisco General Hospital, is 
sponsired by the Division of 
Lung Diseases of the Na- 
tional Heart, Lung and 
Blood Institute. 

The project will deter- 
mine the effectiveness of 
machines, called positive- 
pressure breathing devices, 
that assist breathing. 

Patients with chronic 
obstructive lung diseases 
will be given these devices 
to use in their homes three 
or four times daily. They 
are then followed for three 
years with pulmonary func~ 
tion studies, home and 
clinic visits. An important 
aspect of the study is help- 
ing these long-term patients 
to help themselves improve 
their quality of life and re- 
porting the results of this 
effort. 

Persons interested in 
finding out if they would be 
eligible for the study should 
contact Philip C. Hopewell, 
assistant professor of 
medicine, or Joan Turner, 
R.N., at (415) 821-5177. No 
patient will be enrolled in 
the study without approval 
of his/her physician, who 
will receive all information 
gathered during the course 
of the study.
